Think About It 
Peace Keeper 


Inhere has been much publicity raised concerning a 
black seeking membership in the church where 
President-elect Jimmy Carter attends services 
It 
has been blown out of proportions, as scandalous 
material usually is, by those who tried to m ake it an 
issue before the election and now after the election. 
Carter maintained a peace-keeping role in the 
church meeting, according to those who sat in on the 
church meeting, and that is how it should have been. 
Earlier, when Carter had run for the office of 
Governor of the State of Georgia, he and m embers of 
his fam ily were the only people in the congregation to 
voice their opinions of letting blacks into worship at 
their church. 
The true motive behind the efforts of Cleenon King, 
the black who tried to get into the church eight days 
before the election, will never be known. He did, 
however, find little support outside the church as he 
waited for the decision. 
Whites accused him of trying to hurt Carter, and 
the only black who appeared on the church grounds 
called him an “outside agitator and a troublemaker.” 
He suggested King go back home to Albany, a town 40 
miles away. 
King insisted he had not been motivated by politics 
when he first tried to integrate the church, but his 
motivation will remain a m ystery.

“Stalling” has never been 
known to be a method of 
diagnosis 
Stalling can only 
convert simple problems into 
complicated ones. Coming face- 
to-face and confronting a 
problem is the only way to at­ 
tack it and solve it.

So you have complaints about the United 
States Postal Service do you9 Rising costs 
you say and less service9 Mail slow and later 
than usual every day? Not enough postal 
boxes around town9 Well, that m ay be so. but 
thank your lucky stars that you do have 
today's mail system in America. 
For the m ails w eren’t alw ays as efficient as 
they are today Today’s household delivery 
and post office box pick up system is a far cry 
from the early system s which prevailed in 
Am erican and Indiana 
The first mail in America and on the 
pioneer frontier was carried by travellers 
going from one place to another who willingly 
carried a letter or two in a knapsack to their 
various destinations Official governmental 
m e ssa g e s w ere tran sp o rte d by special 
m essengers 
In 
M aryland, 
for 
instance, 
sheriff’s carried mail trom one county to the 
next, handing on letters and official papers to 
the sheriff of an adjoining county. 
The first postm aster general in America 
was Thom as Neale who was appointed in 1693 
to serve Virgima and "all other p arts ol North 
America ” The first post riders carrying mail 
in their saddle bags or in tin boxes appeared 
in 1674 
Mail by horseback was to be the 
custom until the auto appeared in the late 
nineteenth century. 
Each one of these post riders covered an 
area of roughly twenty-five to thirty miles 
They m ade their rounds three tim es a week 
If a com m unity were located on a post road, 
then the rider brought the mail directly to the 
town, but if the community was off the post 
road then the townsfold appointed a courier 
who m et the rider and brought the mail into 
town In Septem ber, 1786 Congress ordered 
the postm aster general to contract "for the 
conveyance of the mails by stage carn ag es " 
These stages carried the mail long distances 
just as today’s tram s and planes do 
Six years before the stages began hauling 
long 
distance 
mail, 
post 
riders 
began 
carrying newspapers as well as letters 
Publishers hoping to capitalize on this new 
delivery system began to apply to have their 
employes serve as post riders Mail riders 
becam e newsboys arid subscription agents 
Two B oston n ew spapers openly nam ed 
them selves “The Post Boy and A dvertiser” 
and "The Boston Weekly Post-Boy.” It was 
not until 1833, that new spapers began to 
employ today’s subscription service 
Mail by horseback reached its peak in I860 
with the establishm ent of the Pony Express 
The express riders began at St 
Joseph, 
Missouri and ended their journey at San 
Francisco, California In between they made 
stops at Fort Kearny, Fort l^iram ie, Fort 
Bridger, 
Salt 
Lake 
City, 
Carson 
City, 
Placerville, Virginia City and Sacram ento 
The Pony Express had three other overland 
com petitors But the hulk of the m ail going 
west went by way of Panam a and took 
twenty-two days The three overland com ­ 
panies (Pony Express, Overland California 
and P ike’s Peak Express) got the m ail to San 
Francisco in eight days 
All this was m ade possible by a fast system 
that enabled a single rider to cover seventy- 
five m iles a day There were eighty riders 
each of whom was lightly clad and arm ed 
with arm y regulation revolvers Three times 
a day, when twenty five m iles had been 
covered the rider would speed into a station, 
quickly dismount his horse, mount another 
arul grab his mail pouch which was flung at 
him by a previous rider Only two minutes 


was allowed for the exchange of horses. These 
prim itive m ailmen w ere paid from $100 to 
$125 per month. 


Unfortuantely, 
the glory of the 
Pony 
Express lasted only a year 
By 1861, the 
Pacific Telegraph Company began to string 
its lines across America and the steel tracks 
of the railroads m ade the Pony Express a 
thing of the past rather quickly. 
The Pony Express bypassed Indiana and in 
any event cam e too late in Hoosier history for 
it to help speed mail through the state. 
However. 
Indiana 
did 
see 
the 
rise 
to 
prominence of the Conestoga Wagons which 
rolled out of the Pennsylvania hills and onto 
the Indiana prairie. The Conestogas had one 
feature which post riders and the Pony 
Express lacked They could carry freight, 
furniture and families 
The first Conestoga rolled toward Pittsburg 
(which was then the wild west) in 1789 with 
2.800 pounds of freight 
That first wagon 
initiated a flood of Conestogas pouring west 
out of the Alleghanys. The peak of the 
Conestoga years was between 1790 and 1820 A 
thousand 
w agons 
w ere 
sig h ted 
in 
Philadelphia between 1804 and 1806 A visitor 
to Pennsylvania in 1817 counted 103 wagons on 
the 153 mile stretch between C ham bersburg 
and Pittsburgh The Conestoga created the 
first American traffic jam s as they moved 
w estw ard The mail stage had the right of 
way, but often couldn't get past the host of 
w agons trav e lin g w estw ard . C onestogas 
would stop, families would take to the woods 
along the roads and the mail would go 
speeding by. The Wagon train would start up 
again only to be stalled by another mail 
delivery 
The Conestoga was nam ed after the town in 
the Pennsylvania Dutch section of that state 
The first one was turned out in 1760. The 
underbody was painted a bright blue with the 
upper body iii red The upper hoops of the 
wagon were covered with cotton or linen 
bleached white by the sun. 
Because of danger on the roads, the wagon 
trains rarely traveled in groups of less than 
ten The wagon driver actually rode one of the 
horses pulling the wagon On mountain roads, 
a m an went ahead blowing a horn to warn 
other travellers a wagon was approaching. 
On the trip westward, the Conestogas 
carried m anufactured item s from the eastern 
seaboard including woolens, cotton and silk 
goods, hardw are and other articles On the 
return trip they brought back flour and farm 
produce 
The big wagons also took on passengers 
Comfort was no problem 
It simply didn’t 
exist Passengers sat on benches stretched- 
from side to side and they faced the horses 
Women always went to the rear. 


At lirst, the Conestoga Wagons were in­ 
dividually owned Then gradually companies 
were formed to m ake money from this en­ 
terprising trade D rivers were hired and each 
was responsible for the safe delivery of his 
cargo and passengers as well as his wagon 
and horses 
However, as canals were dug and the 
railroads went further and further west, the 
Conestogas went the way of all outmoded 
things. 
Today, the Conestoga Wagon is just a 
memory But since its waggoners smoked a 
certain type of cigar, they imm ortalized the 
nam e of the Conestoga Wagon The drivers 
smoked Conestogas and shortened the cigar's 
nam e to "stogie."

Doubting Thomas

WASHINGTON (UPI) — For 200 years, 
historians 
have 
reported 
that 
t h e 
D eclaration of Independence was approved 
in the afternoon of July 4, 1776, after a long, 
hot day of wrangling 
They said so somewhat uneasily because 
Thomas Jefferson had said so — and he was 
the 
declaration’s 
principal 
author. 
His 
account 
contradicted other 
records, 
but 
historians went with Jefferson. 
On 
that 
basis, 
President 
F o r d 
com m em orated the event last July 4 in 
Philadelphia at 2 p m 
Now historian 
Paul 
H. 
Smith of the 
Library of Congress has uncovered evidence 
that Jefferson’s mem ory m isled him and 
approval of the declaration —one of the 
most closely researched m om ents in U.S. 
history — actually occurred early on the 4th, 
probably between 9 and ll a m. 
Jefferson, in notes m ade seven years after 
the adoption, wrote: 
“The debates having taken up the greater 
parts of the 2d., 3d and 4th days of July 
were, in the evening of the last closed The 
declaration was reported by the comm ittee, 
agreed to by the house, and signed by every 
m em ber present except Mr Dickinson 
But historians were never com fortable 
with Jefferson’s m emory. Most have been 
all but certain that the declaration was not 
actually signed until it cam e back from the 
printer, som etim e in August. 
As 
for the hour 
the official 
journal 


indicated Congress convened at 9 a m., 
disposed of one minor m atter, debated and 
quickly adopted the declaration and then 
went on to enough work to fill a day. 
Smith is editor of a project to publish in 24 
or 
25 
volumes 
the 
letters 
w ritten 
by 
delegates to the Continental Congress. The 
task will occupy four historians until 1991. 
Ironically, it was a few weeks after Ford’s 
trip to Philadelphia last sum m er that Smith, 
working on events of July 4, 1776, found a 
letter by a com m ittee appointed that day to 
raise troops for the defense of New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania 
“ The com m ittee was appointed as the 
third item of business after the declaration 
was approved,” reports Smith, “ yet their 
letter begins: ‘Gentlemen, The Congress this 
morning directed us to confer...” ’ 
Another letter, written by another delegate 
to the Congress, points to the sam e - 
conclusion So does other evidence 
Smith 
told 
of 
his 
discovery 
in 
a 
forthcoming issue of the lib rary ’s quarterly 
journal and described it in an interview 


He says while the action on the 4th, “after 
hassling 
over 
the 
phraseology’' 
in 
the 
declaration, was im portant, the momentous 
decision to break away from England really 
had been m ade on the 2nd. 
Of greater concern on the 4th was the 
defense of New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
British troops had just anchored off Staten 
Island; an imm inent invasion was feared.

Washington, declined to say what he plans to 
do after he leaves office except “ I am alive 
and well and at ease with my conscience 
and happy with my family. I did a good job 
I feel good about my perform ance in the 
Senate I would have liked to serve under 
Carter. I would have been able to do some 
things for the state, but they m ade their 
choice.” 
Hartke, in his bid for an unprecedented 
fourth term , was defeated by Richard G. 
Lugar, 
form er 
Indianapolis 
m ayor, 
a 
Republican, who got 59 per cent of the vote 
to 40 per cent for Hartke and I per cent for 
Don 
Lee, 
American 
party 
of 
Indiana 
nom inee. 
But H artke went on to discuss his own 
sense of bitterness about the news coverage 
of the cam paign “There was a very deep 
conspiracy between Lugar and the press,” 
he charged. “ I am telling you the press was 
very deferential to this guy (Lugar) and no 
one went into his personal net w orth.” 
When this reporter sought to explain that 
the personal net worth statem ent of Lugar 
had been carried as well as the one he 
(H artke) had prepared, and that no such 
“deep conspiracy’’ existed, 
H artke said, 
“ Your socalled idea of being fair is that if 
you serve green beans to him, you serve 
green beans to in t.” 


I could have helped the sta te a lot.” 
H artke said, repeating his cam paign them e 
that his seniority as a Dem ocratic m ajority 
senator, combined with Jim m y C arter as 
president, 
would 
be more 
beneficial 
to 
indiana than having a freshm an Republican 
senator. 
"B ut 
they 
chose, 
and 
that 
is 
their 
preogative,” the 57 yearold H artke said of 
the election. ‘ That s the way I got there, by 
the elective process.” 
H artke, like Lugar, had just completed 
serving as m ayor of an Indiana city—in his 
case it was Evansville — when the elective 
process propelled him into the U S Senate 
as a freshm an in the 1958 cam paign 
He 
defeated an incumbent governor, the late 
Harold W 
Handley, for the seat that had 
been occuppied by re tirin g R epublican 
William Jenner. 
Then in 1964 H artke won again, this time 
by defeating Russell Bontrager, Elkhart, 
longtime Republican state Senate leader, 
and began to build his reputation for being 
on the right side of issues An early dove on 
the Vietnam War, Hartke saw m ass public 
opinion turn to snare his position, for one 
exam ple. 
H artke's m argins of victory kept getting 
sm aller in Indiana, however, starting with 
57 per cent in 1958, 54 per cent in 1964, and 
squeaking by with only 4,283 vote* in 1970 
over then Congressm an Richard Roudebush, 
who after defeat becam e head of the U.S. 
Veterans Administration. 
This year H artke’s percentage dropped to 
40 per cent and the 1-year senatorial saga 
comes to an end in January

The statement, a “ declaration 
for democratic national salva­ 
tion,’’ calls for a return to 
democracy in South Korea and 
takes the Park regime to task 
not 
only 
for 
repression 
of 
human rights but also for the 
country’s economic decline. 


Signing that statement result­ 
ed in a Moon’s imprisonment, 
along with 17 other Korean 
clergy and Christian activists. 
And so Faye Moon, 40, native 
of Guilford, Conn., graduate of 
Ohio Wesleyan University and 
Hunter College, mother of four, 
is back in the United States, 
wearing a 
lavender dress 
emblazoned with a cross and 
her husband’s prison number 
trying to tell church members 
across the country that it is 
inconsistent for a democracy to 
spend its resources propping up 
brutal and repressive regimes. 
“ I ’m not just here appealing 
for the release of my husband,’’ 
Mrs. Moon said “ I want to be 
clear about that.” 
“ Rather, what we are seeking 
is that these imprisonments not 
be. in vain, that there lie a 
return 
to 
more 
democratic 
government in Korea.” 
In essence that means church 
people in the United States 
pulling pressure on the U S 
government to link its aid to 
Park's regime w ith the restora­ 
tion of human rights. 
“ Talk isn t going to do it,” 
she said “ Neither is a slap on 
the wrists.” 


She said that U.S. military 
aid to Korea doubled between 
June 1975 and 1976. "That gave 
Park 
a 
rubber 
stamp 
of 
approval.” 
She lifted the dissenters’ own 
symbol — a hand crocheted 
purple 
“ victory” 
shawl 
the 
wives of the prisoner made 
while 
their 
trials 
were 
in 
progress. 
It is purple — the Christian 
color for suffering and victory 
and she explains that for 
each tiny “ V ” shaped pattern 
in the shawl four crocheted 
stitches are required 
which 
mean the Korean words for 
“ the recovery of democracy 
“ As we crochet, instead of 
shedding tears for our hus­ 
bands, we repeat the words Min 
Chu Whey Bok.” 
U.S. supporters of the impris­ 
oned Christians have formed 
the North American Coalition 
on Human Rights in Korea, 
operating out of 475 Riverside 
Drive in New York, to carry on 
Mrs Moon's message after she 
returns to Korea. 
The Coalition is urging a 
letter writing campaign, both to 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
and to Congress calling for 
enforcement 
of 
the 
human 
rights laws. 
“ The response is very posi­ 
tive 
all 
over,” 
she 
said 
“ People 
are 
very 
moved, 
especially church people, the 
people in the pews." 
But for Korea she is less 
optimistic.

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The Sea: De fens ive Ba rrier ?

The oceans of the world can 
play m any roles in warfare. 
M astery of trade routes can be 
used to blockade an opponent 
or terrorize his shipping, and 
w ater can protect one’s home 
land or provide a m eans of 
invading enemy territory. 
The profound im pact of the 
oceans on an individual nation 
can clearly be seen in the case 
of England. Englishm en tradi 
tionally have been aw are that 
their rights as “ Englishm en” 
and 
the 
existence 
of 
such 
English institutions as a limited 
parliam entary 
government 
have depended upon the protec­ 
tion of the British Navy rather 
than on a large standing arm y. 
By contrast, people who lived 
on the N orth G erm an plain 
w ere acutely aw are that they 
needed a strong arm y to fend 
off 
invaders 
— 
competent 
generals were m ore im portant 
than dem ocratic freedom s. 
The success of the British 
E m p ire in the 18th cen tu ry 
re su lte d 
larg e ly 
from 
her 
skillful com m ercial and mili­ 
tary use of the sea. It was far 
easier for the British to move 
goods by sea between England 
and even such distant points as 
India than for such rivals as 
the French to use the prim itive 
roads of Europe 
In w ar, the 
British could strike rapidly by 
sea at widely separated points 
on the European coast, which 
their rivals could reach only 
very slowly by land. 
A century later, in 1890, an 
A m erican naval officer, Alfred 
T M ahan, form ulated a theory 
of sea power based on the 
success of the British 
M ahan 
believed 
that 
the 
proper role of a navy is to 
shield the passage of friendly 
shipping and limit enem ies to 
furtive raids and occasional use 
of the nautical highway. 


Although his theory stood up 
fairly well in the light of the 
F irst World War, the important 
role of the subm arine had to be 
recognized. These new under­ 
w ater forces had the enormous 
advantage over m ore conven­ 
tional naval forces of offering 
vast disruption for a modest 
investm ent in personnel and 
capital. On the other hand, they 
were 
useless 
for 
protecting 
forces 
using

shipping. Subm arine offensives 
thus appealed to a land power 
such as Germ any. The subm a­ 
rine and the airplane seem ed to

obsolete. 
Nevertheless, the naval war 
in the Atlantic after 1939 was 
rem iniscent of World War I 
The Allies used their sea power 
to attack the coast of Europe 
The Germ ans tried unsuccess 
fully to forestall Allied opera 
tions by breaking the flow of 
men and m aterial across the 
A tlantic. It is not too much to 
say that the land 
battle in 
Europe could not have been 
fought at ail had not the Allied 
navies 
secured 
the 
Atlantic 
lifeline. 
M atters were m ore complex 
in the Pacific. There, both the 
A m erican and Japanese navies 
were 
led 
by 
exponents 
of 
M ahan. In addition, the U.S 
Navy had a large and effective 
subm arine force. 
Jap an , an island em pire, was 
totally dependent upon im ports; 
indeed, it was estim ated that 
she required six million tons of 
shipping (she had seven million 
in 1941) to carry on her war 
effort. 
Ja p a n ’s prim ary aim was to 
gain control of the resources of 
Southeast Asia, which had to be 
transported to the hom e islands 
by sea. To protect this em pire, 
Japan seized a string of islands 
within which she expected her 
navy to exercise com m and of 
the sea. The U.S. strategy was 
to seize 
these 
islands, 
thus 
forcing a decisive 
battle in 
which the Japanese fleet would 
be 
broken. 
With 
its 
forces 
stretched to the lim it, and with 
lim ited 
antisubm arine 
tech­ 
nology, the Japanese Navy was 
unable to prevent U.S. subm a­ 
rines 
from sinking 
most of 
Ja p a n ’s m erchant fleet. 


At the end of the w ar, Japan 
had only one million tons left. 
It is impossible to say which of 
the two interdependent offen­ 
sives — the seizure of the 
E m pire by naval foces or the 
subm arine war — was decisive, 
but certainly the Japanese were 
strangled by sea power As in 
Europe, the bombing of m et­ 
ropolitan 
Japan 
was 
made 
possible by seaborne lines of 
supply. In fact, at the end of 
the w ar some strategic bomb­ 
ing was done by aircraft from 
U.S. carriers. 
After 
Wottd 
W ar 
II 
new 
technologies developed rapidly 
The situation now is extrem ely 
complex. 
In 
principle, 
by 
satellite 
observation one can — or will 
soon be able to — determ ine 
the exact location anyw here in 
the world of almost any kind of 
m ilitary vessel 
F urtherm ore, the extrem ely 
long range and great accuracy 
of m issiles today m ean that 
these ships can in principle bt* 
destroyed by nuclear attack 
from land bases Therefore, it 
is no longer true that a fleet at 
sea can only be attacked by 
another fleet at sea 
In addition, today's aircraft 
have 
great 
range, 
offensive 
power, and presum ably accu­ 
rate targeting inform ation Air 
power thus m akes not only the 
w ater 
contiguous 
to 
land 
extrem ely dangerous, but the 
open sea as well. 
On the other hand, the sea 
can now attack the heartland 
The fleets of at 
least 
four 
countries now include missile- 
carrying 
subm arines 
which 
seem 
able to protect 
them 
selves by rem aining effectively 
invisible and at the sam e time 
can threaten the heartland of 
an enem y. 
Because 
the only 
kind of 
energy 
which 
m oves 
easily 
through the depths of the sea is 
sonic, subm arine detection has 
been d ependent on so n a r, a 


kind of radar using sound in 
place of radio waves. But sound 
v/aves in the sea are subject to 
erratic behavior due to tem per­ 
ature gradients, schools of fish, 
and even differences in sal­ 
tiness. Hence any attem pt to 
find su b m a rin e s on a larg e 
scale requires a subtle under­ 
standing of the structure of the 
sea—perhaps 
combined 
with 
som e radically new m eans of 
detection. 
Should 
either 
superpower 
achieve a m eans of finding the 
other’s missle subm arines with 
certainty, it might — at least in 
theory — attack them and thus

She wore 
a dark fur coat to ward off the 
30-degree tem peratures on a 
sunny, cold day. 


Before beginning his sermon, 
MacAskill invited the congrega­ 
tion to sing “ Happy Birthday” 
to the form er First Lady. 


His sermon was directed at 
Mrs. Eisenhower and her late

Such possibilities are, in my 
view, substantially larger than

dicate. On the other hand we 
need to know m ore about these
